SCHOOL  BOARD  MEETING 


The  atmosphere  was  tense  and 
the  room  wellliUed.  Our  teachers 
came  out  en  masse  to  protest 
the  proposed  salary  guide  as  set 
up  in  the  tentative  budget.  Mr. 
John  Pantano,  principal  of 
Gilbert  Avenue  School,  sat  in  as 
“acting  superintendent’’  in  the 
absence  of  ailing  School  Super¬ 
intendent  Donald  Lacey. 

On  the  matter  of  advertising 
the  Board  of  Education  election, 
Robert  Gruen,  Board  Attorney, 
in  reply  to  a  letter  from  Mr. 
DeNooyer  asking  if  the  Board 
was  “obliged  to  advertise  in  a 
newspaper  of  local  origin’’, 
rendered  the  following  decision.. . 
“Since  there  is  no.  reference  in 
the  statute  to  the  origin  of  the 
newspaper,  it  is  my  opinion  that 
the  Board  of  Education  may 
advertise  the  election  at  least 
one  week  prior  to  the  date 


sclieduled  lor  .sucli  election  in  anj 
newspaper  having  a  circulation 
within  the  Borough.”  Mr. 
DeNooyer’ s  note  at  the  bottom 
of  this  communication  was:  “I 
sought  to  determine  wliether  it 
was  mandatory  to  advertise  in  a 
newspaper  of  local  origin,  such 
as  the  News-Record.  On  the  basis 
of  the  above,  at  a  recent  work 
meeting  of  the  Board,  it  was 
unanimously  agreed  by  these 
present  to  r»tate  legal  advertise¬ 
ments  among  all  papers  serving 
the  school  district.  The  Paterson 
News  shall  be  first.”

A  stunned  audience  at  the  recent  Candidates'  Night  meeting  at 
Cherry  Hill  School  listened  in  silence  as  School  Board  Trustee 
Mrs.  Rose  Lopchuk  declared  vehemently  that  "irregularities"  and 
"non-authorized"  payments  have  been  uncovered  by  her  during 
an  investigation  of  school  board  records  she  has  conducted  for 
the  past  several  weeks.  The  charges,  directed  toward  Board 
President  Russell  Fenn,  followed  closely  upon  Mrs.  Lopchuk's 
earlier  statement  that  he  (Fenn)  had  '"ordered  all  Board  Mem¬ 
bers  to  adopt  a 'lump  sum' budget  at  last  Monday's  Board  meeting." 
At  that  time  Trustee  Lopchuk  had  stated  that  Fenn  refused  to  al¬ 
low  discussions  of  the  various  budget  items,  wanted  no  discussion 
on  "missmg  figures"  in  last  year's  budget,  and  was  reluctant  tc 
change  his  viewpoint  even  after  the  secretary  advised  "some  fig¬ 
ures  had  been  moved  around." 


Mr.s.  Lopchuk  called  upon  Fenn 
to  explain  why  a  policy  was 
recently  introduced  requiring 
payment  vouchers  to  be  approved 
at  Board  meetings  when. ...“The 
law  requires  that  not  only  the 
voucliers,  but,  the  authorizations 
for  expenditures  be  so  approved” 
Continuing,  Tru.stee  Lopchuk 
stated,  “All  vouchers  must  be

presHted  at  a  regular  meeting 
of  the  Board.  This  has  not  been 
done,  and  I  have  proof  in  my 
possession  that  Board  Pr  jsident 
Russell  Fenn  signed  vouchers 
without  authorization.  I  can  only 
hope  this  was  done  through  ignor¬ 
ance  or  incompetence.” 

At  this  point  Fenn  interjected, 
“I  don’t  know  what  the  lady  is 
talking  about.  It  she  has  tacts, 
let  her  present  them.” 

In  reply  to  this  Mrs.  Lopchuk 


answered,  “I  am  fully  aware  of 
the  seriousness  of  these 
charges’’  and  went  on  to  say 
she  is  preparing  a  statement 
for  the  County  Superintendent’s 
office  and  for  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education.  “The  fact 
remains”,  Mrs.  Lopchuk  con¬ 
tinued,  “that  these  illegal 
vouchers  do  exist.  Mr.  Fenn  has 
been  a  Board  member  long  enough 
to  be  fully  acquainted  with  legal 
requirements.  If  he  has  signed 
any  unauthorized  checks,  then 
he  has  been  a  member  too  long 
and  should  immediately  sign  his 
resignation  and  withdraw.” 

Fenn,  seeking  re-election  to 
the  Board,  touched  on  Mrs.

Lopchuk’s  previous  remarks  by 
stating,  “I  do  not  advocate  a 
lump-sum  budget.”  Candidate

the  budget,  as  presented  is 
unreal  because  only  Monday  she 
learned  that  only  $800  of  a 
budgeted  $1,000  went  for  the 
account  indicated  and  the 
remaining  $200  had  been 
diverted. 

Mrs.  Lopchuk  further  stated 
that  Fenn  had  originally  Insisted 
upon  adoption  of  a  tenative 
budget  the  Monday  prior  with¬ 
out  allowing  discussion  of 
several  budget  items,  and  in 
effect,  was  advocating  a  lump¬ 
sum  budget  by  hiding  facts 
from  her  and  the  public.

The  Christmas  Letter  from 
Santa  project  was  a  gratifying 
experience  for  all  involved,  tlie 
object  being  to  send  a  letter 
from  Santa  to  many  little  boys 
and  girls,  hoping  to  make  their 
Christmas  a  little  happier. 

The  East  Paterson  Jaycees 
have  begun  an  extension  program 
of  their  own  to  which  they  have 
added  to  the  family  of  Jaycee 
Chapters  the  Young  Men  of 
Cedar  Grove. 

Sunday  marked  the  beginning  of 
“Jaycee  Week”  nationally  cele¬ 
brated  during  the  week-  of  Jan.

OUT  Of 

MY  M/ND  .  .  .

As  we  head  into  this  new  year, 

I  feel  these  excerpts  from  a  full 
page  ad  in  the  Sunday  Times  of 
December  26,  1965,  are  most 
worthy  of  consideration.  Placed 
by  the  U.S,  News  and  World 
Report,  it  was  headed:  WATCH 
OUT  FOR  THESE  CHANGES  IN 
1966: 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.--It  now  is 
possible  to  look  ahead  at  the 
changes  expected  in  1966,  and  to 
estimate  their  effect  on  the  way 
you  live  and  make  a  living. 

'the  BUSINESS  BOOM  will  con¬ 
tinue,  and  perhaps  last  out  the 
year.  Heavy  business  invest¬ 
ments,  rising  personal  incomes, 
growing  flood  of  federal  spend¬ 
ing,  assure  good  times.  But 
industry  can’t  expand  forever. 
Credit  will  get  a  little  tighter., 
And  always  there  will  be  the  hand 
of  Government  in  Washington, 
trying  to  help— and  control. 
INFLATION  COMING?  So  far, 
the  upward  creep  has  been  slow. 
It  may  become  pain^l.  Wages 
will  rise  faster  than  productivity 
in  many  lives,  profit  margins  tend 
to  shrink.  Government  itself 
scarcely  pays  even  lip-serve  to 
restraint  on  spending  to  prevent 
inflation.  Onus  is  being  passed 
on  to  management  and  unions — 
mainly  to  management.  Infla¬ 
tionary  pressures  will  be  some¬ 
thing  to  investors  to  watch,  could 
alter  whole  outlook  for  the  earn¬ 
ings  of  the  nation’s  corporations. 
CONGRESS  AND  THE  GREAT 
SOCIETY:  Johnson  will  get  less 
from  Congress  in  1966.  Efforts 
will  be  made  for  laws  appealing 
to  labor,  Negro,  city  voters, 
others--in  minimum  wage,  rent 
subsidies,  higher  education, 
civil-rights  enforcement.  But 
planners  need  time  to  digest  laws 
already  enacted;  sense  of  urgency 
will  not  equal  that  of  1965. 
RUSSIA  AND  THE  COLD  WAR: 
Second  year  of  power  for  new 
Kremlin  team  can  bring  changes 
in  men  at  top,  but  few  changes 
in  over-all  policy.  Rift  between 
Moscow  and  Peiping  is  not  likely 
to  be  bridged.  Communist  nations 
of  Eastern  Europe  will  expand 
trade  with  Western  Europe. 
Soviet  farm  problem  will  grow 
more  acute,  whatever  the  Russian 
harvest  produces. 

1966  ELECTIONS:  At  stake  are 
435  seats  in  the  House,  a  third 
of  those  in  the  Senate,  35  gover¬ 
norships.  Outlook  is  for  Repub¬ 
licans  to  make  modest  gains, 
but  not  enough  to  challenge 
Democratic  control  of  Congress. 


War  in  Asia,  inflationary  pres¬ 
sures,  racial  tensions  will  tend  to 
help  Republican  candidates.  But, 
barring  unforseen  unheavals, 
big  losses  are  not  in  store  for 
Democrats. 

CIVIL  RIGHTS  STRATEGY  FOR 
'66:  Look  for  a  change,  but  not  a 
halt,  in  Negro  campaign  for 
equality.  New  emphasis  will  be  on 
jobs  and  better  education  to 
qualify  Negros  for  those  jobs. 
Southern  jury  system  will  be  put 
under  attack.  Pressure  against 
neighborhood  schools  will  grow  in 
the  North.  Negro  vote  will  gain 
importance  in  the  1966  elections. 
STOCK  MARKET-CAN  IT  HOLD? 
Many  analysts  expect  a  major 
test  of  the  long  bull  market, 
possibly  by  middle  of  1966.  Busi¬ 
ness  boom  may  run  into  trouble 
before  year  is  over.  And  the 
market  often  anticipates  the 
business  cycle  by  as  much  as  six 
months.  Bull  market  did  survive 
a  deep  slump  in  stock  prices  in 
1962,  a  moderate  dip  in  1965. 
Government  will  be  moving 
powerfully  to  keep  the  boom 
rolling. 

TROUBLE  IN  LATIN  AMERICA: 
Castro  is  still  pushing  guerilla 
operations  in  halt  a  dozen  coun¬ 
tries.  Dominican  Republic  is  still 
a  headache.  Things  will  be  look¬ 
ing  up  In  a  few  other  countries, 
Jjut  over-all  expect  little  change 
for  the  better.  This  will  be  a 
critical  year  for  the  Alliance  for 
Progress. 

PROBLEMS  IN  EUROPE:  Feud 
between  France  and  U.S.  over 
bringing  Germany  into  NATO 
nuclear  force  will  grow  more 
acute.  German  boom,  leveling 
out,  willcreatelaborandpolltical 
problems. 

OUTLOOK  IN  ASIA:  For  the  U.S. 
this  will  be  a  year  of  Important 
actions,  important  decisions. 
Hundreds  of  thousands  of  Amer¬ 
icans,  billions  of  dollars  are 
involved.  Among  the  issues:  war 
in  Vietnam,  struggle  between 
India  and  Pakistan,  future  of 
Indonesia,  what  happens  next  in 
China.  Will  the  U.S.  have  to  take 
over  the  defense  of  an  area  long 
protected  by  the  British? 

SHIFTS  IN  AFRICA:  Tensionwill 
rise  higher  between  new  black- 
governed  nations  of  Central 
Africa  and  white-governed  areas 
of  the  South.  Soviet  and  Chinese 
Communists  will  make  little  pro¬ 
gress  among  African  leaders. 
Warmer  welcome  can  be  expected 
in  Black  Africa  for  West 
European  know-how  and  capital.

He  gave 
a  brief  background  and  talked 
about  his  accomplisliments 
as  part  of  the  Board  responsible 
for  the  demolition  of  the  Georgi 
House,  erection  of  the  new 
Administration  Building,  cur¬ 
riculum  improvements,  building 
up  classroom  libraries  and  the 
extention  of  accreditation  forour 
high  school  foranotherthreeyrs. 

John  Stellingwerf  spoke  of  the 
public  image  of  education-“good 
relations  and  cooperation  should 
begin  at  Board  meetings,’^  he 
said.  He  advocated  we  should 
provide  the  best  possible  educa¬ 
tion  our  community  can  afford... 
curriculum  changes  to  keep  pace 
with  the  times.. ..public  should 
help  formulate  school  budgets... 
and  ended  by  saying  that  if  he  is 
elected  he  will  see  to  it  that 
“unauthorized  expenditures  and 
private  meetings  will  cease.’* 

Charles  Parliman,  incumbent 
running  for  the  one  year  term, 
said  that  with  his  experience 
and  training  as  a  Field  Service 
Engineer,  he  can  help  reduce 
maintenance  and  operations  costs 
in  our  schools, 

Mrs.  Rose  Lopchuk,  Board 
Trustee  seeking  re-election, 
spoke  of  “irregularities”  she  has 

discovered . of  unauthorized 

checks  signed  by  Board  President 
Fenn  and  that  “I  can  only  hope 
it  was  done  either  through  ignor¬ 
ance  or  incompetence’*. ..and  of 
her  disdain  for  the  Board 
President’s  “lump  sum**  budget. 
(See  page  1.) 

.Vfter  giving  a  brief  autobio¬ 
graphy,  Mary  Morgan  said 
residents  should  attend  the 
budget  hearing,  study  the  budget 
carefully,  and  “if  you’re  sold 
on  it  then  go  out  and  sell  it**.... 
we  must  battle  all  the  way  for 
education... .it  is  the  duty  and 
obligation  of  a  Board  President 
to  use  his  gavel  wise  and  well... 
“President  Fenn  wouldn’t  let  me 
speak  at  the  last  Board  meeting** 
payment  of  bills  should  be  tigh¬ 
tened,. good  judgement  hasn’t 
been  used  by  this  Board  in  all 
instances. 

Frank  Loveland,  who  was  “in 
his  own  backyard’  ,  spoke  of  his 
strong  belief  in  the  youth  of 
today. ...if  elected  he  will  work 
toward  harmony  between  the 
Board  and  the  Council  and  for  an 
informed  public. 

Tom  Moriarity,  former  school 
board  Trustee,  said  he  has  come 
out  of  “retirement”  because 
he’s  seen  things  happen  he 
doesn’t  like... .Education  has 
suffered  badly... .a  good  educator 
such  as  the  High  School  Principal 
was  bypassed  because  of  dis¬ 
harmony  when  one  of  his  vice 
principals  was  made  School 

Superintendent . last  year  the 

principal  was  put  in  charge  of 
the  summer  school  (one  of  the 

best  in  L>ei'gc;i  County)  and 
denied  payment... .we  must  have 
better  communication  between 
the  Board  and  the  public, 

James  Pantano,  fourth  incum¬ 
bent,  spoke  briefly  and  said  that 
“if  you  can  help  one  youngster 
become  a  useful  citizen  you  are 
rewarded  in  “full”  for  the  many 
hours  a  Board  member  must 
spend  in  attending  meetings. 

The  meeting  was  then  turned 
over  to  a  question  and  answer 
period,  which  lasted  a  little 
longer  than  the  allotted  45 
minutes. 


In  answer  to  a  question 
regarding  “unautliorized  vou¬ 
chers’*  referred  to  by  Mrs. 
Lopchuk,  Board  President  Fenn 
said  “I  don’t  know  what  the  lady 
is  talking  about.*  Mr.  LaPorte, 
Trustee,  in  the  audience,  said 
the  Board  has  nothing  to  hide 
and  that  the  vouchers  will  be 
brought  up  at  the  next  Board 
meeting.  Other  questions  from 
tlie  audience  concerned  profes¬ 
sional  rapport,  politicians  infil¬ 
trating  the  School  Board,  cur¬ 
riculum  improvement,  feelings 
toward  the  “lump  sum’  budget 
and  reasons  for  teacher  turn¬ 
over. 

In  the  two-minute  rebuttal 
period  Mr.  Fenn  said  “You  don*t 
have  to  like  me,  you  should  like 
what  I’m  doing  for  education... 

I  urge  you  to  vote  for  me 
because  I’ve  been  doing  a  good 
job.”  John  Stellingwerf  again 
stressing  the  need  for  better 
relations  between  the  Board  and 
tlie  public,  recalled  a  comment 
made  by  a  Trustee  when  he 
leierred  to  the  questioning 
public  as  “grandstand  adminis¬ 
trators.” 

Charles  Parliman  said  “I’m 
old  fashioned — I  like  the  8-4 
program”.. ..feels  the  plant  and 
facilities  important  and  that  his 
experience  can  help  personnel 
reduce  cost  of  operation. 

Trustee  Rose  Lopchuk  asked 
-the  public  to  exchange  a  “clique 
for  a  bracket”. ...said  she  offers 
dedication,  honesty  and  integrity 
and  that  she  has  “the  guts  to 
stand  up  alone,  if  need  be,  to 
fight  for  what*s  good  for  our 
children.” 

Mary  Morgan  again  urged  the 
public  to  study  the  budget... ask 
questions  and  “support  it  if  you 
believe  in  it’*,  Frank  Loveland 
said  “I’m  going  to  be  beholder 
to  noone  and  I  will  cooperate  in 
giving  our  children  the  best 
education  possible.”  Tom 
Moriarity  deplored  Board  mem¬ 
bers  who  are  “rubber  stamps’* 
and  told  the  public  not  to  be 
afraid  “to  speak  up”. 

James  Pantano.. ..“I*m  not  an 
educator  and  don’t  Intend  to  be 
one.  I  am  a  good  Board  member 
with  on  purpose  and  one  respon¬ 
sibility.. ..and  that  is  to  the  • 
children  of  our  community.” 

After  this  the  gracious  ladies  . 
of  the  Cherry  Hill  PTA  served 
cake  and  coffee.

1 
was  distressed  to  learn  of  this. 
He  said  these  vouchers  should 
be  presented  for  payment  on 
time  so  that  we  can  pay  the  bills 
to  the  vendors.  Upon  being 
questioned  as  to  why  these 
vouchers  hadn’t  been  turned  in 
Mr.  DeNooyer  replied  “1  can’t 
apply  a  Chinese  boot.”  Mr. 
Pantano  suggested  Superinten¬ 
dent  Lacey  straighten  'out  the 
matter  of  various  departments 
submitting  the  vouchers  on  time. 

“OUT  OF  ORDER” 

At  this  point,  School  Board 
Trustee  Rose  Lopchuk  (also 
seeking  re-election)  tried  in  vain 
to  get  Mr.  DeNooyer  to  answer 
a  question.  The  question  had  to 
do  with  payment  of  vouchers.  She 
wanted  to  know  if  at  any  time 
during  the  past  year  there 
were  vouchers  paid,  which  had 
not  been  approved  lor  payment 
in  the  Board  minutes.  Mr. 
DeNooyer  sidestepped  the  ques¬ 
tion  by  saying ‘‘you’ re  pinning  me 
down — this  is  a  question  of 
legality”— and  Board  President 
Russell  Fenn  (fourth  incumbent) 
kept  repeating  Mrs.  Lopchuk’s 
question  was  out  of  order  at 
this  time.  She  did  manage,  how¬ 
ever,  to  request  that  an  opinion 
be  obtained  from  Board  Attorney 
Gruen.  (Later  in  the  week  a 
communication  was  received 
from  Attorney  Gruen  stating  that 
before  payment,  all  vouchers 
must  be  approved  tor  payment 
in  the  official  Board  minutes.) 

PUBLIC  HEARING 

Frank  Cortese,  from  the 
audience,  defended  Mr.  DeNooyer 
in  reference  to  Cafeteria 
vouchers  not  be  presented  on 
time.  He  said  ‘‘We  can’t  expect 
Mr.  DeNooyer  to  do  everything,” 
and  that  he,  as  a  cafeteria 
supplier,  has  discussed  this 
matter  with  Mr.  DeNooyer,  and 
tliat  it  takes  over  60  days  to 
receive  payment. 

Another  member  of  the 


audience  chided  the  Board 
regarding  the  lack  of  discussion 
allowed  on  the  budget  and 
particularly  the  teachers  salary 
guide.  It  was  pointed  out  that  we 
have  41  teachers  without  tenure 
and  our  loss  of  experienced 
teachers  is  great... .and  that  our 
salary  guide  should  be  in  line 
with  other  comparable  school 
systems. 

Mrs.  Charlotte  Bernstein  was 
critical  of  the  Board  for  drop¬ 
ping  the  Adult  Education 
Program.  She  wanted  to  know 
why,  when  neighboring  towns  are 
accelerating  this  program,  we 
are  dropping  it  completely.  Mrs. 
Lopchuk  said  that  despite  state¬ 
ments  made  previously  by  Board 
President  Fenn  that  this  was  done 
at  the  recommendation  of  the 
Adult  Education  committee,  she 
had  learned  some  committee 
members  were  not  in  agreement 
with  this  decision.  The  Board 
said  the  Adult  Education  Director 
had  made  this  recommendation 
in  writing  and  they  had  acted 
on  his  recommendation.  Mr. 
Fenn  defended  the  Board’s 
action  by  stating  ‘‘The  Board 
has  a  right  to  do  anything  it 
wants.” 

THE  TEACHERS 
SPEAK  OUT 

It  was  unusual  to  hear  a 
teacher  speak  at  a  Board  meet¬ 
ing.  But  this  night  they  spoke 
out — loud  and  clear.  Frank 
Glazier,  president  of  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Association,  said  he  saw  no 
reason  why  the  question  of 
salaries  can’t  be  discussed 
between  the  teachers  and  the 
Board  and  ‘‘kept  in  the  family” 
without  seeking  help  from  the 
New  Jersey  Education  Assn.  He 
went  on  to  say  that  the  teachers 
salary  committee  is  a  good  one, 
since  its  members  represent 
‘‘over  50  years  of  e.xperience”. 
He  -also  expressed  apprehension 
about  the  fact  that  ‘‘there  are 
only  14  days  left”  for  the  Board 
and  the  Teachers  to  come  to 
some  agreement.  Irving  Green¬ 


berg  asked  why  continuous 
negotiations  can’t  be  carried  on. 
Harry  Romano,  another  member 
of  the  salary  committee,  read  a 
statement  saying  that  quality 
education  is  the  teacher’s  goal, 
and  they  are  seeking  to  attain 
this  goal  without  ‘‘.strain  to  th^ 
taxpayers”  and  that  tlie 
‘‘teachers  should  share  in  the 
general  prosperity  of  the  com¬ 
munity. 

Frank  Loveland,  independent 
candidate  lor  the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion,  suggested  a  recess  be  called 
tor  the  purpose  of  setting  up  a 
specific  date  to  meet  with  the 
teachers  salary  committee. 
Trustee  Louis  Gallo,  in  charge 
of  the  budget,  called  a  meeting 
for  the  Trustees  and  the  teachers 
tor  Friday,  the  14th. 

BACK  TO  THE  BOARD 

Board  President  Russell  Fenn 
said  he  would  not  sign  checks  for 
payment  of  National  Honor 
Society  Dinner  unless  it  was  put 
into  the  form  of  a  petition  and 
voted  on  by  the  Board.  After 
some  discussion  this  was  done. 
Trustee  Lou  Gallo  introduced  a 
new  policy  which  would  require' 
that  all  vouchers  be  submitted 
to  the  finance  committee 
appointed  lor  that  month.  Pre¬ 
viously,  Mrs.  Lopchuk  had 
pointed  out  that  on  occasion  the 
finance  committee  had  been 
completely  by-passed.  At  the 
February  meeting  there  will  be 
a  public  hearing  on  this  policy. 

January  25  was  set  as  the 
date  for  the  public  discussion 
on  the  budget.
